TAILORS IN SESSION. 


ATHENS, Greece, Feb. 9,—Thc Offi- 


cial Gazette publishes a royal decree 
commissioning all the available war- 
ships of Greece and ordering the im- 
mediate dispatch oi additional ships 
to Crete. 


A Greek cmiser started for Rctimo, 


where 
the Mussclmen 
occupy the 


Christian 
quarters, 
pillaging stores 


and houses. Three thousand Turkish 
troops have been concentrated at Sa- 
loncia in 
readiness 
to embark for 


Crete, but the steam navigation com- 
pany refuses to transport them until 
passage is paid. It is announced the 
entire Greek fleet will'be made ready 
for service. 


Advices from Cnnea this afternoon 


state that Turkish troops and armed 
Musselmcn had a fight with Christians 
on the outskirts 
of 
the town and 


eleven soldiers were killed. 


CAUSED BY AGITATORS. 


LONDON. Feb. D.—Private and offi- 


cial advices show that •the troubles in 
Crete were caused by Greek agitators; 
that Christian aggressors of the Greek 
government nnd the Ottoman empire 
near by thought that the'time was op- 
portune to carry out a long-cherished 
desire, to annex Crete. Public officials 
here and on the continent regard the 
situation as threatening 'the peace of 
the whole of Kurope. 


In the event 01" cs collision between 


Turkey and 
Greece 
it 
is 
doubtful 


whether the agreement between the 
powers could be maintained. Papers 
everywhere 
urge the powers M pu-t 


pressure on Greece and prevent her 
from further aggravating Turkey. It 
is announced that Turkish warships 
have left Constantinople for 
Crete, 


nnd in spite oC the advice of his min- 
isters and ambassadors the Sultan fa- 
vors dispatching -troops and suppress- 
ing- the trouble by force. 


THE FIRST OUTBREAK. 


A dispatch to the Times from Car.ca 


says: 
"The immediate .cause of the 


outbreak was the news of troubles at 
Heraklion. 
Before dawn halt of the 


Chamedans left town and great num- 
bers fired upon Galata and other vil- 
lages. The Christians descended from 
the mountains in a strong1 force and 
during the next two clays there were 
incessant 
conflicts around Canea, in 


which the Christians appeared to have 
had an advantage. Efforts of the con- 
suls antl bishops to pacify them failed 
and the Mahommedans, whose anger 
had been aroused to- • the 
utmost, 


found themselves unable to continue 
their expedition into the country. The 
excitement among the Christians of 
Canea increased, but the first fighting 
was jn the 
town 
Thursday, which 


commenced wMh stray shots and in a 
few moments became general and in- 
cessant. The shooting continued 'un- 
til dark. Among the victims were the 
Turkish soldiers, but the troops, nev- 
ertheless, under great provocation, be- 
haved excellently."

ing to the bounty act of April 22nd, 
1S72, wich is being copied by the pa- 
pers throughout the country, 
but 


which needs explanation. 


Judging from the maay letters re- 


ceived at the adjutant general's office 
since the article appeared, the impres- 
sion is left that, this law is something 
new, when in fact it was passed nearly 
twenty-fiTC years ago and, in all prob- 
ability, most o£ those entitled to the 
bounty of $100.00, therein provided 
for. have already received it. It is 
safe to say that nine-tenths of tho 
claimants who have already written 
were clearly not entitled to it. 


The adjutant general, as state agent 


for pensions, does not prosecute claims 
for bounty for the simple reason that 
no attorney is needed. There are no 
United States pay-rolls nor paymas- 
ters' accounts on file here, and it is im- 
possible to tell from the records ot 
this office whether soldiers or thair 
heirs are entitled to bounty. All this 
office can do is to give such informa- 
tion as its records furnish and refer 
all whom seem to have a claim, to the 
proper office at Washington. 


In most, cases relating to bounty it 


is entirely 
unnecessary to write to 


this office. 
If 
any information is 


needed to ossist in making the proper 
application 
it will be freely 
and 


promptly furnished. 


All
